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AMI  UAL  FUR  CATCH  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Compiled  by  Frank  G«  Ashbrook,  In  Charge,  Wild  Fur  Animal  Investigations 

Division  of  Wildlife  Research 

The  annual  fur  catch  in  the  United  States  35  or  40  years  ago  I'v'-as  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  about  1^25,000,000.   Today  it  is  valued  at  .'^125,000, 000 « 
In  spite  of  this  monetary  showing,  however,  the  fur  resources  are  not  being 
given  proper  attention  nor  fostered  as  the3y  deserve.   If  one  thing  is  more 
©utstandingly  evident  than  another  in  fur  conservation,  it  is  that  if  the 
supply  of  fur  animals  had  been  m.aintained,  the  present  value  of  the  native 
fur  catch  to  the  trappers  would  be  far  in  excess  of  s?125, 000, 000. 

Fur  consumption  in  the  United  States  is  still  on  'the  increase*   To 
meet  the  feverish  demand  trappers  still  take  fur  animals  vfith  the  same 
extravagant  disregard  of  maintaining  or  increasing  a  satisfactory  breeding 
population  as  in  the  pasto   Because  they  have  squandered  their  natural 
supply  of  furs  the  people  of  the  United  States  now  face  the  alternative 
of  becoming  more  active  in  fur-animal  conservation  and  restoration  or 
becoming  still  further  dependent  on   furs  of  foreign  origin© 

Most  of  the  fur  produced  in  this  country  is  from  wild  animals,   Orily 
one-sixth  of  it  is  obtained  from  animals  raised  in  captivity,  end   such 
furs  comprise  chiefly  silver  fox,  mink,  and  their  mutations,,  Returns  from 
fur  farming,  therefore,  are  far  outstripped  by  those  resulting  from  land- 
management  practices  concerned  with  the  production  of  -vfild  fur  snimials. 
Proper  handling  of  strean  margins,  ditchbanks,  ponds,  marshes,  and  swamps 
not  only  yields  profit  to  the  landowner  and  trapper,  but  contributes 
materially  to  an  important  American  industry  as  v/ell© 

The  general  public  has  iraich  to  le  arn  about  our  fur  resources,  fie  are 
only  commiencing  to  realize  the  task  ahead  of  us.  The  future  of  the  American 
fur  business  depends  on  our  ability  to  maintain  and  increase  our  supply  of 
wild  fur  anira.a],Si  A  natural  resource  that  yields  an  annual  income  of  miore 
than.  $100, 000..  000  to  the  trappers  and  -1500, 000, 000  to  the  retail  fur  trade 
should  receive  miuch  more  attention  than  it  is  now  gettingo 


A  large  majority  of  those  vrho   trap  fur  animals  are  farmers  and  their 
sons  v/ho  depend  on  this  source  of  revenue  to  increase  the  farm  income. 
The  employment  and  the  income  that  trapping  furnishes  these  people  should 
be  sufficient  justification  to  arouse  public  interest  in  measures  to 
insure  a  pemanent  supply  of  furSe   It  is  imiportajit  that  the  public  knovr 
how  much  rf  the  natural  wealth  in  furs  is  harvested  each  year,  for  it  is 
only  tlirough  the  assembling  cf  such  data  that  the  annual  fur  taJce  can  be 
so  regulated  as  to  insiire  the  preservation  of  an  adequate  breeding  stock.

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ALABAMA 

Alabama -does  not  require  reports  from  trappers  on  the.. number  and  kinds  of  fur 
animals  taken  or -from  fur  dealers  on  the  niomber  and  kinds  of  furs  handled,  and' 
therefore,  could  not  furnish  information  on  the  fur  catch.   Trappers  are  required 
to  purchase  and   attach  metal  tags  to  all  furs  before  putting  them  on  the  market. 
Opossum,  skunk,  muskrat,  and  weasel  required  2/  tags,  raccoon  and  mink  required 
15/  tags,  and  fox  and  otter  required  !;l;loOO  tags.   During  the  1945-^46  season,  3,277 
fur  catcher's  licenses  were  sold  for  $2,50  each,*  43,344  tags  at  2/  each;  43,272 
tags  at  15/  each;  and  740  tags  at  $lcOO  each.  During  the  1946-47  season,  3,895 
fur  catcher's  licenses  were  sold  for  |2,50  each;  40,235  tags  at  2/  each;  37,374 
tags  at  15j8!  each;  and  861  tags  at  Ctil«00  each,

Maryland  does  not  require  eitlier  trappers  or  fur  dealers  to  make  annual 
reports  on  the  number  of  furs  taken  or  sold.   An  estimate  made  by  the  State 
Game  Warden  for  tlie  fiscal  year  1938  indicates  that  about  2,000,000  muskrats; 
1,500,000  in  1940;  1,500,000  in  1941;  800,000  in  1943;  800,000  in  1944;  and 
900,000  in  1945. 

Reports  from  Commercial  trappers,  fur  buyers  and  Departmental  field  staff, 
indicate  a  major  drop  in  the  muskrat  populations  compared  to  the  1945  figure. 
Early  reports  based  on  houses  observed,  led  us  to  believe  tliere  would  be  a 
considerable  increase  in  population.  However,  the  number  of  muskrat  actually 
trapped  in  Maryland  during  tiie  open  season,  January  1st  to  March  IStli,  showed 
a  reduction  of  at  least  35  per  cent.  We  estimated  tliat  about  550,000  muskrat 
furs  were  taken  during  the  past  trapping  season. 

No  information  available  as  to  tlie  number  of  other  fur  bearing'  animals 
taken  by  Maryland  trappers  during  tliis  period.
